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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on July 29, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,610,007 has been reviewed and is accepted.

Prosecution on the merits is reopened 
accordingly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Taniguchi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,511,417). 

Taniguchi et al. teach an endoscopic system 1 comprised of an endoscope 
system 2 and an endoscopic shape detection system 3 to be used as an in sertion aid 
means when an insertion unit 7 of an electronic endoscope 6 is inserted into a body 
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cavity of a patient 5 (see col. 1 1 , lines 1-35). operation unit 8 and a plurality of magnetic 
generation devices or coils 14a, 14b, etc. and a radio frequency signal or driving signal 
is applied from a main unit 21 to the source coils 14a, etc. (see Figure 1 A and col. 1 1 , 
lines 59-67 and col. 1 2, lines 1 -8).
